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Registering Your Gameband 


You need to register your Gameband before using it, and to do that you will 
need an Internet connection. Don’t worry - registration is very quick and easy! 


To get started just plug your Gameband into any USB port. You will see the Gameband icon, 
or folder, appear. Open it and inside you will see the Gameband icon and a PixelFurnace 
icon. Click on the Gameband icon and follow the on-screen instructions. It’s simple! 


During setup, if Minecraft is already installed on your computer, you can import all of your 
Minecraft data (Worlds, IP addresses, Texture Packs, etc.) to your Gameband. If you have 
tons of Worlds and data, the process might take a little while (so either be patient, go take 
a walk or leave it to run overnight). You can also skip this step and transfer your data later. 


There is a small chance you might have more data than can actually fit onto your 
Gameband. If this happens we will skip you ahead in the registration process and you can 


go back and manually move over selected Worlds later.

Backing Up Your Worlds 


Every time you quit Minecraft, the backup will run automatically. The backup will take longer if 
you have done a lot of building, so please be patient. You can always cancel and backup next time 
(ust try not to get in the habit of always canceling, we want to keep your stuff safe!). 


Important stuff that you really need to know! (so please read it!). 
FIRST! DO NOT FORGET YOUR PASSWORD. EVER. 


The password you create when you register Gameband is used to keep your data securely backed 
up on our server. You are responsible for remembering it! If you lose your Gameband and order a 
replacement, you will need this password to recover your data. 
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Product Information 

Gameband has a USB3.0 MLC memory chip embedded in a TPU wristband with a metal click-shut 
clasp and a 140-pixel LED display. It’s preloaded with the Gameband application, the PixelFurnace 
application and Minecraft. 


Gameband Backup and Replacement Service 

lf your Gameband is lost or stolen, you can contact us at support@nowcomputing.com to order a 
new one (at a reduced price). We will try to ship out a replacement within 24 hours, loaded with the 
data from your last backup. Simple! However....if you don’t do regular backups and remember your 
password we may not be able to get you your Worlds back, so make sure you do both! 


Gameband comes with one year of free Backup. After the first year, you can buy ongoing cover. Go 
to our website or email us at support@nowcomputing.com to get more details. 


Updating your Gameband 

We are always working to make Gameband’s software better. When you launch Gameband, you 
may sometimes see a software update alert. Updates don’t usually take long to download and 
install, but if you’re in a hurry, you can cancel the update and do it next time. 


Sometimes we might need to do a critical software update (meaning we’re fixing some major 
bug or we need to update something you really can’t live without). If this happens you will see an 
update that cannot be canceled - don’t worry, it should be quick and painless. 


Things to DO and things NOT TO DO with your Gameband 


To keep your Gameband working properly and in good condition, please follow these simple 

guidelines: 

* NEVER UNPLUG your Gameband when you are either in gameplay mode, using PixelFurnace or 
actively backing up your data. ALWAYS follow recommended procedures for ejecting the USB 
before unplugging (this will be different depending on the Operating System you use). 

* NEVER UNPLUG OR SHUTDOWN during the initial registration process or when an update is running. 

* DO NOT ATTEMPT TO REFORMAT your Gameband, ever -- even if requested by your 
operating system. You could run the risk of losing the Gameband launcher and your specific 
game data. Not sure what to do? Contact us at support@nowcomputing.com 

* ALWAYS FULLY PLUG YOUR GAMEBAND IN and make sure it is properly connected to the 
USB port. In case Gameband doesn’t appear on your desktop, go ahead and unplug the 
USB, then plug it in again. Still having problems? Contact us at support@nowcomputing.com 

* NEVER SUBMERGE GAMEBAND IN WATER. Gameband is splash-proof (rated IPX-4 in the 
IP rating system), which means it can withstand the effects of rain, snow, and other wet 
conditions. However, Gameband should NEVER be fully submerged in water. Do not shower 
with it, and definitely no deep-sea diving! 

* NEVER ATTEMPT TO OPEN, ACCESS, UNSCREW OR TAKE-APART GAMEBAND IN ANY 
WAY, FOR ANY REASON. If you have any problem with Gameband, contact us! Do not 
attempt to fix it yourself. In doing so you may damage Gameband and your data permanently, 
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you will void your warranty and you risk damage to yourself or the environment. The 
materials, battery and electronics inside Gameband may be harmful to human health and the 
environment if they are improperly handled or disposed of. You should not handle or attempt 
to access any of the internal working parts of Gameband in any way. Only use Gameband 
as instructed!

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PixelFurnace App 


You can customize what you want to appear on Gameband’s LED display 
by using the PixelFurnace App. You will find the PixelFurnace App on your 
Gameband: after you plug it in to your computer, open the Gameband icon or the USB 
folder, and you should see the PixelFurnace App icon inside. Just click to open it. 


After PixelFurnace launches, you'll see a control panel with the following elements inside 
(this is the default order they are listed in and as you will see it’s easy to change and 
customize):

PIKEL FURNACE 


You can enable or disable each element by clicking the checkbox beside it (and if you 
disable them you can always enable them again later). You can click and drag each element 
to change the order. You can also set the date and time to the format you like best (12 or 
24 hour). The time will get set automatically from the clock of the computer you are using. 
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With Set Transition, you can change the transition that happens while the different elements 
go through their cycle on your Gameband display. 


To change your language settings or time zone, or if you have changed your mind on which 
wrist to wear your Gameband, versus how you set it up in the registration process: click 
on Options.

The PixelFurnace App lets you personalize your Gameband LED screen with text and GIF 
images and animations. Gameband is preloaded with lots of images and animations to 
choose from; you'll find them in their correspondent folder in your Gameband software or 
you can download them from www.PixelFurnace.com. or, you can choose to create your 
own image or animation from scratch.

To get started, select Add Animation on the upper right corner of the control panel. You can 
choose to write and scroll some text, scroll a GIF image that’s on your Gameband, upload 
a different GIF from your computer, or create an animation from scratch. You can scroll 
your text or image left or right and allow text and images to scroll off the screen. When 
you’ve finished with your creation, click Go! Your new item will appear at the bottom of your 
element list but you can drag it wherever you want in the list. 


You can easily create an image or animation using PixelFurnace. Choose “Create an 
animation from scratch!” to load the built-in drawing and animation tools. 
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The drawing and animation tools include the following buttons:

To get started with your creation, select the pencil Z icon from the left-hand menu and then 
click and drag your cursor across the black screen. If you want to erase part of your drawing, 
select the eraser © icon and drag your cursor over the area you want to change. 

Once you’re happy with your drawing, you can either save it as a single image, or animate 
it by copying it to a new frame (select “Duplicate Frame” from the Animation menu at the 
top of the screen). 

If you want to make an animation, select the frames per second (“FPS”) from the top 
menu to determine how quick or slow the animation will be, and then choose the amount of 
frames your animation will have (“Frames”) 3. The default is 10, maximum is 50. 

To select part of your animation to move it or erase it, use the select tool on the left-hand 
menu To move your entire drawing to a different position, select + icon from the left- 
hand menu and then click and drag your cursor over your drawing. 


After you have finished your animation click the “Done!” button and it will appear as an 
element in the main PixelFurnace App window. If you are happy with it click “apply”, eject 


Gameband and see the results on your wrist!

Important stuff you need to know about PixelFurnace: 

* You can enable or disable the time, date, or free space elements on the USB elements as 
many times as you want, but you cannot delete them. 

* The time on Gameband will be updated every time you either play Minecraft or use 
PixelFurnace. 

¢ You can put up to four different images or animations (including the Free Space screen) 
on your Gameband. If you choose to add or create an animation, they can be up to 50 
frames each. 

* The Redstone animation that appears at the beginning of the animation cycle can be 

deleted. 

* Do not forget to save images or animations you’ve created either to Gameband or to your 
computer. We know how frustrating it can be to lose the cool things you have designed. 

* Never unplug your Gameband while you are using the PixelFurnace App. Your Gameband 
could get corrupted and become unusable. 

* Share your images and animations on the PixelFurnace website, but please, be a good 
commmunity member - do not share anything rude or that contains violence or profanity. 
We closely monitor this site and we want to keep it safe and appropriate for all visitors, we 
will do what we have to do to ensure this including blocking users who post inappropriate 
images!

Cycling through Your Gameband’s LED Display 

Once you have customized your Gameband, it’s time to see how everything looks! 

Press the square button at the edge of your Gameband’s LED display. You'll see the Redstone 
animation and immediately after that the first element you enabled in the PixelFurnace App 
will appear. 

Keep pressing the button!! If you do nothing more the first element runs and the display 
powers off. However, if you press the button again, you will see your second element; if you 
repeat this process, you will see the entire cycle all of the elements that you have enabled. 


When your Gameband is running out of battery, it will display the icon 
below and you should plug it into a computer as soon as possible to 


recharge it!:
